With the five Southwest dele- 
gate, in Shanghai and more than 
150 members already in Nanking, 
the momentous Second Plenary 
Session of the Central Executive 
and Supervisory Committees otf 
the Kuomintang will be formally 
opened in the capital city early 
tomorrow morning. 

Never in the history of the Kuo.
